CHAPTER I1 


MINISTERIAL SALARIES AND MEMBERS’ PENSIONS 
ACT, 1965 
An Act to prescribe new rates of salary for Ministers of the Crown, for the 
Leader of the Opposition in the House of Commons, and for Mr. Speaker; 
to authorise the payment of salary to the Leader of the Opposition in 
the House of Lords and the Chief Opposition Whips in both Houses; 
to establish a contributory pensions scheme for Members of the House 
of Commons; to make further provision with respect to the pensions of 
Prime Ministers; and for purposes connected with the matters aforesaid. 
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
